She was 
slightly crippled, but of bright and 
lovable disposition, and she was a, 
member of the Christian church 
orchestra while here. Ifer teachers and 
who others who knew her here were 
greatly shocked to I^am of her un- 
tiriiely and tragic death.- The Louis- 
ville papers say that the accident 
was due to the fact that a passing 
freight traih drowned out the noise 
tf th« ^iproaching train and the 
yoimg women, after waiting for the 
freight to pass, stepped on the track 
directly in front of the on- rushing 
passenger, which was going at high 
speed on its way to Louiisville. 

Death, came instantly and no doubt 
before the .young women could realize 
the fate that was upon them. Only for 
an instant did Miss <Fincel turn and 
see the train coming. In that moment 
■she wte - seen ' by the few yrho 
witnessed the accident to grasp her 
companion by the arm and turn as 
though to thag her off the track, 
her last impluse being to save Miss 
Lena Shennum- The next moment 
the train had struck them and^ hurled 
both from the track. . 

The train was going at a speed be- 
tween fifty and sixty mile.s an hour. 
Miss Shennum was hurled against 
the caboose of a freight tr^ Vlth 
such force that her head was' s^er- 
jed. MSss Fencil was thrown thirty 
I f Oct .iway. She was not mangled 
but died instantly.

New«pfl4>ers Face A Cricis 

The Mayfield Messenger, pub- 
lished in a tpwtr about the size of 



Richmond, has been cbnipeflcii to 
raise its subscription pricQ to $4 
a year. The way tht price of 
paper goes up, there's no telling 
what the country editors are 
going to hafve to do. Paper is 
now selling higher than it was 
at any time during the war. It 
has jumped almost 2 1-2 cents^a 
pound within the past month. 
This tloesn't sound , very big,, of 
course, but when you realize that 
it requires over 200 pounds of 
paper to, print each issue of the 
Daily Register, you can see that 
a jump of 2 1-2 cents a polind 
means just about $5 a half a day 
or close to $150 a month addi- 
tional expense just for white pap- 
er alune. Can .you blame us for 
insisting that our vsubscribers 
must pay cash in advance or re- 
quiring that all papers be stopped 
when the time, for which they 
have been paid, has expired? 

S. S. Carvalho, one of the best 
known newspaper men in the 
United States, and formerly the 
general manager of all Hearst 
publications, stated in a recent 
interview that newspapers are 
acing the greatest crisis in the 
listory of , the industry. He said- 
that 20 per cent more paper is 
>eing used than is manufactured; 
that high^ prices are inevitable, 
ahd that paper stocks' are already 
at the danger line. / 

Mr. Carvalho bases the in- 
creased price of papier on the four 
'ollowing things: ' 

"First — ^The labor cost per ton 
on white paper is now $20 against 
$10 four years ago. 

"Second — It takes one ton of 
coal to. qiake, one ton of paper 
and 'c'oial at the mill has practical- 
y doubled in price. 

"Third — The haul on pulp wood 
IS growing greater each • year, 
ikewise the freight charges. 

"Fourth — ^The six to nine cent 
markets of Europe, South 
America and Australia are now 
asking for Canada and United 
States paper." 

Before the war the price of 
japcf was given little considera- 
tion by publishers in figuring 
put^cation costs. Today it is 
d very important item. The 
only way to meet the advance is 
for publishers to secure better 



advert||||y|r ;ind subscription rates 
the only sources of revenue.

It "comes back" after all these 
years as a sununer resort! It is the 
most pi^tentious *'bathing beach" in 
Kentucky! 

Wherp once roamed the wildest 
kind of Indian, gamboled the bear, 
screamed the panther and gobbled thb 
wild turkey;' where once canebreaks 
and an almost impenetrable.for^st hid 
whatever desired to be hidden ISrom 
the whole world, now is a deep layer 
of the softest and cletiiest s^ im- 
aginable, just fit for the sunbaths 
of those who are lazy, while a few 
feet away puils the great Kentucky 
River for the fre^ use of all .w)io de- 
sire to wet the their baOiing suits. 

'When Daniel Boone came into Cen- 
tral Kentucky in 1775 and first sa?^ 
the place on the river where Madi- 
son and Clark counties smile at each 
other across the streches of water, he 
looked at the tall hills which hem in 
this then garden spot on every side.

\\ hile the hills themselves would keep 
the winter winds from howling more 
dismally than tho wandering wolf- 

' So was establishe<i Boonesboreugh. 
A fo\\- years it lasted, and then other 
towns grew up in more promising, 
parts of the great territory which was 
to be Kentucky. Gradually - Boones- 
boreugh as a settlement decayed, un-, 
til finally nothing was left but the 
buildings which had withstood so 
many attacks of the savage, and 
then, a fow years more, there was 
only a memory— with mayhap the 
Khost of a restless Indian which was 
(loomed to flit forever seeking a hap- 
py hunting ground. 

For many more years Boonesbof- 
ough slept. Farmers came aloiig 
and settled in the vicinity ami raised 
com where the pioneers had prodnc- 
e»l similar crops so long before. The 
country became more tiiickly popn- 
lated and houses sprang up over the 
Kiound where white and red nu^ 
had fought. And still Boonesboron^ 
which had been pictured as the cap- 
ital of a wonderful new republic |n 
the mind of at least one man, remain- 
ed in the bosom of its fathers, met- 
si>borically speaking. 

The same old river swept by, its 
ripple^ having sounded jost the same 
to atm pittieeft as it did to the tiller 
|of l3ie s6il,«tiM same old Mils look- 
ed down perhaps in wonder as the 
products of an unaided nature w^

After a year or two, more sand 
"grew" there tliaa com, so the lat- 
ter retired even as Boonesboreugh 
itself had vaaiahad fhm the ken of 
man. 

Three or four years ago Boones- 
boroagh began to be noted as the 
site of a "really wondeEftU" bath- 
ing beach. Visita tiiere pnved Ola 
to be tme. 

And now for nearly a mile down 
stream from lock and dam No. 10 
is t bathing beanch, the equal of 
which cannot *b« found in ' the in- 
terior Soath. The beach runs bftdc 
from the river about a quarter of a 
mile, the npd is so dean and 
Mft that it rendnids one that on 
fB*ocean beach.

People 'come to Boon^ii^iough in 
every sort of conveyaifiee,' and on 
both sides of the river' ^» far al- 
most as th^ ^ can reach can be 
seen on hot Sundays automobiles, 
buggies, ^ring wagons, motorcycles, 
aiid people afoot.' - ; 

So, the war ety of .4h0^ Indians has 
given way before tin TO^Ifss squall 
of the frenzi^ fliwer; the signal 
first which sometin^ bam«d on the 
top of the nearby hilia''a!i« now dis- 
ililaced by aatomohiles headlights as' 
the cars tarn and twist in the tortu- 
ous road one must follow if the boft- 
tom should be reached in safety. 

Ferries are ever ready to trans- 
port as many as come across the 
river to whichever side one may de- 
sire to go, and the pAce is low. At 
the top of the slope which leads to 
the water are bath houses, refresh- 
ment stands, a dancing pavilion with 
an electric piano, and many other at- 
tributes of a life that is blase- Some 
difference between these thingrs and 
the times when every time a pioneer 
coughed he was likety to have a tub- 
ful of buckshot fired at him from an 
unscalped warrior of the woods. 

Collins' History of Kentucky, pub- 
lished in 1847, gives the following 
story of Boonesboreugh from its in- 
ception up to that time. 

"Boonesboreugh is a small and 
dilapidated village siteated on the 
western bank of the Kentucky river. 
There is nothing in its^-appearance 
calculated to impress the ' beholder, 
l^ut the name and the locality ha^ 
become classical. It was here that 
Daniel Boone, the great pioneer, built 
the firat fort ever erected in Ken- 
tucky, and made commencement of a 
bermanent settlement; and- it^was 
here there was convent moiv-than 
seventy years ago the first legislative 
assembly of the great valley of the 
West This fort was built in 1775 
having been conuhenqed .'«n the first 
of April and coniple^ on ti^; four- 
teenth of June. . . . ' • 

"It was situated adjacent to the 
river, Wit^ one. 0^ the angles resting 
on its batnkfe ^Aear , .the water, ud 
extending from it in the form of a 
parallelogram. The length of the 
fort, allowing twenty feet for each 
cabin and opening must have been 
about iXK) feet, and the breadth 160 
feet. In a few day.s after the work 
vms commenced, one of the men, was 
kiUed by'the'Indians. ; . 

"TJiprc irf 'a bUtek'sidphar spknk 
hi^fr inipregnatetf wHb ' «It Jat 
Bconesborough.

'csort of buffalo, deer and other 
animals when Kentucky was first 
explored; and ho-yloubt Boone was in- 
dnelsd ft^'^his fflcl^to select that 
j^^ee'fbr the location of his fort.

Boonesboreugh soon became the 
central object of Indian hostilities. 
On December 24, V776, the garrison 
was suddenly attacked by a party 
of Indians and one of the number 
killed. 

"On July 7, 1776, a much more 
alaming Incident- occurred. A 
daughter of Daniel Boone, in com- 
pany with Miss Betsy and . Miss 
Frances Callaway, the first and last 
"named aboat thirteen years W age, 
the other growA, . whBe amiuring 
themselves in a canoe were captured 
by a party of Indians in sight of 
the fort. The screams of tiie terri- 
fied giiis, quieUy alamed the fam- 
,iUes fai th« ganisoa, hot as it was 
near nightfall and the canoe on the 
opposite side of the river, pursuit 
was not commenced in time to follow 
more than five |nilei ^during the 
night 

"By daylij^ht next morning a party 
consisting of Daniel Boone, Col. 
Floyd and six others got upon their 
tnek and eoatioaed tha puiimit The 
exeaedhig caution of the ladittu roi- 
dered it diiBcnlt for the pursuing par- 
ty to keep on their trail, but notwith- 
standing they pressed forward in the 
diraetioB fliqr tKfff^SfiA the bdUtti 
would taU, wMi ahnfMrt ia^MdlUe 
rapidity.

"The girls sustained no other in- 
jury than exces^ve fright and fa- 
tigue. Two of ttie Indians wire kill- 
ed. The party were efi much elated 
with the^ reeoTScy of the frightened 
and Jaded little girls that they did 
not pursue the LUUaas, but immiedi- 
ately retraced thdr sieps in' safet;' 
arriving at Boonesborough Oii-the su< 
ceeding day." 

The place where the IniRans were 
overtaken and the girls recaptured 
is on what is now Bethel Ridge, 
Bath eonnty. A ravine up which 
the captured girls were taken is just 
above the site of the old fort, on the 
Clark peunty side, and has jq>parent- 
ly changed little in the many years 
since ttiat exdting< epiiriMle. ' '' 

"The infant settlement at Boones* 
borough," goef on the Collins his- 
tory, "continued to be incessantly 
hantuued^hgrvflliing patties of In- 
dians; and ofk April 15, 1777, a simul- 
taneous attack was made on Boones- 
borOugh, Harrodsbutgh and Logan's 
Fort by a large >body of the enemy. 
But being destitate of artiUery and 
scaling laddehi they -cojold produce 
no decided impression on the fdrti 
Some loss \vas sustained by Boones- 
borough in men and the com and cat- 
tle of the settlers jirere partially des- 
troyed, but the Indians suffered so 
severely «s to retfrifi^with predpitar 
tion. 

"On July 4, 1777, Boonesborough 
was again atta^jMd by al^t two 
hundred watrfon; The ; oiiset was 
furious but unsuccessful. The gar- 
rison, less, than half the number of

multuous retreat. 

"Some tim« in June, 1777, Maj.. 
Sibitii, with a party tof seventeen 
men, followed a small body of In- 
dians fnmi Boonesborough to the 
Ohio river, where they .^irived in 
time to kill one Of 'ttt numbers, the 
remainder having croa^jBd over. As 
they returned, about twenty miles 
from the Ohio, they discovered an- 
other party of about thirty In- 
dians lying in the grass, bat were= 
themselves unobserved. They im- 
roediately dismounted, tied their 
horses and left pine men to take 
care of them. &nith, vrith the *s> 
maining eight men of hia^;^!*!^ 
crept forward ontll tiiey oAlA MiT 
the Indians. At this moment one 
of the ' Indians ^passed partly Iff 

in the dinietlon of tiie 
Hewas shot hf 00% ol ^if..
